LONDON. Feb. 22 — Two German 
bombing planes attempting to a t­ 
tack British shipping were .shot 
down today, the British air ministry 
announced. 
Both planes came within half a 
mile of shore east of Edinburg, Scot­ 
land, flying low. It was impossible 
to see their markings until they 
banked and dipped for an attack on 
a British trawler. 
Bombs were dropped around the 
small vessel, but the trawler defend­ 
ing itself with machine gun fire, was 
not harmed. 
As soon as detectors revealed the 
presence of the German bombers, 
royal air force planes sped seaward.

Dr. Dafoe's Column 
On The 
Quintuplets 
. And The Care 
Of Your Children

INFECTIOUS DISEASES 
* 
I am glad to find that diphtheria 
is another of the rapidly disappear­ 
ing diseases of childhood. It is still 
a very treacherous disease If we 
don’t take advantage of the serum 
at our disposal, but when we do it 
can be treated successfully. 
Diphtheria is a serious menace 
because 
children who contact 
it 
don’t seem very ill at first. The result 
is that sometimes they are allowed 
to go without treatment by their 
parents until they become so weak 
that there is little hope of saving 
them. There is no dramatic onset 
of symptoms as there is in many 
children's diseases; no sudden rise 
of temperature or convulsions. 
The disease settles most frequent­ 
ly about the throat and yet the ohiid 
may not complain of having a sore 
throat even after he has become 
pale, slightly feverish, drowsy and 
dopey. 
All the time this stage is being 
reached, membranes 
are forming 
inside the throat. They grow and 
grow and then the child may cough 
and dislodge some of this thick, 
chunky material and have it slip 
down the wind pipe. When this 
happens the child will die in a few 
minutes if something isn’t done at 
once. 
Sometimes these membranes con­ 
tinue to grow without being dis­ 
lodged. They increase in size 
un­ 
til they actually shut off the air 
passages by their thickness. Under 
these conditions the child will choke 
to death if he gets no relief. 
Diphtheria is accompanied by se­ 
vere damage to the heart as well, 
and frequently a child 
recovered 
from 
an attack of diphtheria, he 
must spend long periods in bed to 
give the heart a chance to recover. 


The«« are the dangers of diph­ 
theria, a disease that can be stamp­ 
ed right out of existence today by 
the use of serums. This hasn’t been 
the case long. A few years ago when 
the serum was bulky, it cost about 
$25 for enough to give a child the 
proper amount of immunity. It was 
hard to get too, in more isolated 
areas. In those days I saw five and 
six children in a family wiped out 
by the disease. 
When 
the Dionne Quintuplets 
made their first movie, they were 
fitted with a story of our North 
woods in which a doctor—Dr. Luxe, 
played by Jean Hersholt, battled a 
bad epidemic of diphtheria. He was 
handicapped in his fight against 
the disease by the lack of the tox­ 
oid. Of course, many of the events 
in that picture were exaggerated, 
but the episodes emphasizing the 
seriousness of diphtheria wasn’t. I 
know from experience that the dan­ 
ger of the disease just couldn’t be 
over-emphasised. 
Diphtheria toxoid is made by ex­ 
tracting« poisons 
from 
organism 
which produce the disease and mix­ 
ing them with materials which pre­ 
vent their being effective. These 
mixtures 
are injected into 
the 
child’s body to build up immunity. 
Usually three doses are given, in 
the arm. 
Early in their lives the Dionne 
Quintuplets were toxoided. In those 
days diphtheria would likely ‘have 
been fatal to some of them. 
Mothers are advised to see that 
these inoculations begin at the age 
of six months. In most communities 
today provision is made for the ad­ 
ministration 
of 
toxoid 
free 
of 
charge. An inquiry addressed to the 
local 
county or state 
board 
of 
health will bring information about 
these.

Ward Library Has 
Goad Gradation 


Over 
Thirty-Four 
Thousand 
Books Loaned Out For 
Home Use Here In 1939 


Figures compiled for the year by 
the public library, revealed that the 
Mahoningtown Branch library had 
a circulation of 34,145 books during 
1939. 
All of these books were loaned for 
home use by the library. While Ma- 
honingtown is not in first place, as 
it was last year, it ranks third 
among the city's five branches. 
South side branch was first with 
a circulation of 40,524.

DEDUCTION FOR BAD DEBTS 
Bad debts constitute a consider­ 
able item in the returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one of tw’o ways—either by deduc­ 
tion from gross income in respect 
to debts ascertained to be worthless 
either 
in whole or in part 
and 
charged off, or by a deduction of a 
reasonable addition to a reserve for 
bad debts. Taxpayers were given an 
option for 1921 to select either of 
the two methods. The method used 
in the return for 1921 must be used 
in returns for subsequent years un­ 
less permission is granted by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue o 
change to the other method. Appli­ 
cation to change mush be made at 
least 30 days prior to the close of 
the taxable year for which the 
change is to be effective. However, 
a taxpayer filing a first return for 
1939 may select either of the two 
methods, subject to the approval oi 
the Commissioner upon 
examina­ 
tion of the return. Permission to 
adopt the reserve method is limited 
to taxpayers having a large number 
of accounts where credit is extend­ 
ed over a considerable period of 
time. It is not granted for the pur­ 
pose of handling one specific debt. 
What constitutes a “reasonable ad­ 
dition” to a reserve for bad debts 
must be determined in the light of

BANK ROBBERIES 
HAVE BEEN REDUCED 


By WILLIAM S. NEAL

WASHINGTON, Fe h. 22.— 
Congress today set legislative 
machinery in motion to kill the 
multi-million dollar "stolen bond 
racket” by enacting a law mak­ 
ing it a federal offense to re­ 
ceive, possess or sell bonds mov­ 
ing in interstate commerce or 
from banks protected by G-men. 
In making this step, members in 
charge of the legislation moved to 
correct a six-year-old oversight— 
an oversight which has cost mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
.When Congress, in 1934, enacted 
its first national bank robbery law, 
it extended jurisdiction of the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation to 19,- 
240 banks. By pure oversight, how­ 
ever, Congress neglected to cover 
the "fences” 
who handle stolen 
bonds. 
To Seek Early Action 
The House judiciary committee, 
after secret conferences with offi­ 
cials of the Department of Justice, 
authorized Rep. Francis Walter <D) 
Pennsylvania to report and seek 
early action on a bill to cover re­ 
ceipt and sale of the bonds. 
"There are people who are in 
the business of dealing in securi­ 
ties stolen from banks,” said Wal­ 
ter. "The business amounts to mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
"We learned that these ‘fences’, 
who have regular sales agencies, get 
as much as 50 per cent on the dol­ 
lar for the stolen bonds. Frequent­ 
ly business men buy the bonds and 
use them for collateral for bank 
loans. The bonds go into the port­ 
folios of banks and may never be 
identified as stolen property.” 
J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the Bu­ 
reau of Investigation, recently in­ 
formed a House appropriations sub­ 
committee that one of his greatest 
problems is to find agents enough 
to investigate bank r o b b e r i e s 
promptly. 
Despite lack of agents, he said, 
the bureau has made headway in 
reducing the number of bank rob- | 
beries. Losses.from bank robberies 
in 1932, he said, totalled $4,503.331. 
Thia was cut to $590,182 in 1938.
